Vlichalina^ TV Perso nality , 
Recalls Brush With Death 


On New Year’s Day . 1M4. fou r- 
y ear-oW Michalina Sefel hu ddleti 
with her family in a compou nd in 
dreaded Dachau . Germany , hope­ 
lessly awaiting eSi^tion. 
On New Year’s pay . 1962, the 
same Michalina—now a stu nning, 
23-y car-old rav en-haired beau ty 
—was rehearsing her role as 
'keeper of the songboard’ on the 
mu sical game show. “You rs for a 
Song,” seen Tu esday ev enings ot 
9 :30 p. m. ov er ABC-TV. 
To Michalina. the New Year's 
holiday comes as a reminder of 
her Hfe in a new world. 
“Unless y ou were there, it’s 
impossible to realiie what life in 
a slav e cantp was like,” recalls 
Michalina. “Ev ery day , a few 
more were ex ecu ted. Ev ery day . 
the rest of u s waited. You ’d hear 
heav y footsteps and w ond e r 
whether it was simply y ou r su p­ 
per or the ‘special* gu ard who 
came to take prisoners away for 
liqu idation. 
*T was a child then—bu t I 
knew what was happening. We 
grew u p qu ickly in Dadiau .” 
Then 
came 
the 
frightened 
child’s most v iv id memory . 
“We woke u p and ev ery thing 
was different. You cou ld feel it. 
somehow. So qu iet. We wHrt ou t­ 
side, and the gu ards were gone. 
So all of u s who were left walked 
to the fence and wailed . . . it 
seemed . . . for hou rs. Then the 
tanks rolled u p and the Ameri­ 
cans got ou t.” 
Wliat was Michalina’s first im­ 
pression of American soldiers? 
“They all seemed to be chew­ 
ing. I fou nd ou t later that it was 
gu m.” 
For 
the 
nex t 
three 
y ears. 
Michalina and her family liv ed 
in 
displaced 
persons 
camps. 
Later, they settled in Mu nich, bu t 
her father’s one thou ght was to 
bring his family to the United 
States. 
“He wou ld giv e u s regu lar re­ 
ports of all the oapcrs he signed 
and all the officials he saw,’’ re­ 
called Michalina. “.♦\merica seem­ 
ed fu rther and fu rther away . 
Like a place in a fairy tale.” 
Then, a farmer in AiH>omatox . 
Virginia, agreed to sponsor their 
entrance into the United States, 
and 
at 
the 
age 
of 
six teen, 
Michalina saw this cou ntry for 
the first time. 
“I was like a scarecrow.” she 
lau ghed. So v ery thin. And I was 
afraid of my outi shadow.” 
Bu t American 
kindness 
and 
food did wonders for the shy , 
slender teen-ager. Within a few 
y ears, her natu ral beau ty had 
dev eloped, and she was modeling 
in Philadelphia, where her par­ 
ents had finally settled.

The W ar for the Union 1861-65 in Pictures

What could have been more 
ironic than Josiah Tattnall’s 
commanding a force in a struggle of men of 
close kinship to kill each other and destroy 
their common nation and heritage? While 
in command of a U. S. Navy squadron in 
Far Eastern waters in 1859. Tattnall went 
Lo the aid of British ships being fought by 
Chinese in the Pei-ho River (during the so­ 
called Opium War). In explanation of tb s 
open violation of American neutrality, Tatt­ 
nall declared, “Blood is thicker than water ” 
Tattnall, a Georgian, resigned from the 


U. S. Navy in February 1861 to be a Con­ 
federate commodore. In November he led 
an assembly of converted steamers and tugs 
td the aid of Confederate Forts Walker and 
Beauregard on Hilton Head Island and Bay 
Point at the entrance to Port Royal Sound, 
S. C. They were attacked by 17 cruisers 
under Commodore Samuel F. Dupont, who 
had the frigate Wabash as his flagship. Be­ 
hind the Union squadron, ready to land and 
take the forts, were 13,000 soldiers in two 
dozen troopships. The forces had sailed from 
Hampton Roads, Oct. 29. and weathered a 
storm off Cape Hatteras in which several 
transports were sunk. 
“Blood thicker than water?” The com­ 
mander of the Port Royal military district 
few the Rebels was Brig. Gen. Thomas Dray­ 
ton. a South Carolina graduate of West 
Point. 
In command of the leading ship, 
U.S.S. Pocahontas, rn the attack that Nov. 
7, was his brother, Capt. PercivaJ Drayton, 
a West Point graduate who had chosen the 
Navy as a career and remained loyal in 1861. 
The latter knew every detail of the waters 
of Hilton Head Island, Bay Point and Port 
Royal Sound, because the Drayton family 
home was in Hilton Head Island.

Fish For The 
'Fishing' Fleet 


Experimentation with radar defense sys­ 
tem s along the eastern seaboard of the United 
States is reportedly slowed by the presence of 
a huge Russian fishing fleet not far off the coast. 
It 
seems 
obvious the 
100-plus trawlers, 
which at times have approached to within 20 
miles of Cape Cod. have not devoted all their 
time in the several months of their stay along 
the North Atlantic coastline to nothing more 
sinister than harvesting an abundant catch of 
fish. 
U. S. Coast Guard surveys have revealed 
most of the trawlers are equipped with an 
abnormal amount of electronic gear, judging by 
the antennas sprouting from their decks. 
A 
natural deduction is that the Russians are moni­ 
toring tests of radar defense systems. 
Radar systems, such as the SAGE complex 
developed 
by the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, not only provide an effective "eye" 
for surveying all that passes within their wide 
scope. 
They also can provide an enemy with 
valuable information about the extent of the 
defense system through the use of counter- 
radar devices 
Ferreting devices in airplanes and ground 
installations have been a common weapon of 
the cold war to ascertain the strength and com­ 
plexity of radar installations. 
By monitoring 
radar emissions, ferrets are able to fathom the 
intensity, 
source 
and 
wave 
lengths 
of 
the 
stations. 
This information is useful not only in pin­ 
pointing the radar system itself, but in develop­ 
ing means of avoiding or nullifying its scrutiny. 
Measures of detection and counter-devices of 
protection were developed by Allied and Ger­ 
man forces during World War II, when radar 
was an important weapon in the tracking of 
submarines which surfaced to recharge batteries. 
There is little doubt that radar monitoring 
is one of the activities of the Russian trawler 
fleet, perhaps the primary one. Under the cir­ 
cumstances. it would be better to delay the 
improvement of North American radar defenses 
than to provide this “fishing fleet” the fish it 
is seeking.

Why Y o u-N o t Me? 


In a period of constant revolution, the orderly 
processes of change of government disappear. Kings 
are succeeded by sons or daughters in prescribed 
order. Presidents are elected by the people in accord­ 
ance with Constitutional procedure 
But revolutions 
throw up governments. Whoever can seize power holds 
it until someone comes along and establishes himself 
in power, 
The rule of thumb is: 
Why you — not me? Thus 
Hitler deprived Hindenberg of lawful authority. True, 
Hitler was elected but there was no realistic opposition 
just as Soviet Russia and all revolutionary countries 
reject the test of opposition 
The people really have 
no voice; they are either dominated by an organized 
mob or by troops 
In a revolution, the voice of the 
people is loud and harsh at the start, but it soon melts 
away into a frightened whisper 


In 1917, the call of the revolution was loud in 
Russia. 
It was the people’s voice and the people 
m oved about shouting and instructing. In 1918. how­ 
ever, It w as no longer the people's voice; it had 
becom e the party's authority. 
The dictatorship of 
the proletariat had seized power. By 1919, the dic­ 
tatorship rem ained bul the proletariat had been 
reduced to a frightened m ass. 
It so remained for 
49 years. 
What it is now. beggars description. 
In Olina, there has been no orderly government 
since 
1850 
when the Taipmg 
Rebellion 
upset 
the 
authority of the Manchu Dynasty. However, the Man­ 
chus continued somehow to reign, although they no 
longer ruled 
The Westerners had moved in by way 
of the sea, the Russians overland from Siberia. Japan 
by way of Korea and Manchuria; the Boxer Rebellion 
further weakened authority; then came the 1912 Revo­ 
lution and the 1915 Revolution and the attempted estab­ 
lishment of the Republic 
But the Republic was never a republic. 
It was 
never a government. 
Rather it was a congeries of 
independent provinces, managed by warlords why often 
grouped together. 
Soon, powerful warlords were killing weaker war­ 
lords and some of them made deals with foreign coun­ 
tries. 
For instance, a character called Little Hsu 
organized the Anfu League of warlords and made 
separate deals with the Japanese which started China 
rolling into new troubles. By 1920. China no longer was 
a nation but was an area dominated by fighting war­ 
lords 
Why you—not me? Whoever was able to seize 
territory or finance an army exercised power. 
The masses rose in revolt in 1925 through one of 
the accidents in history when an Indian policeman em ­ 
ployed by the Shanghai Municipal Council shot a 
Chinese worker. Thus came the Communist revolution, 
oot made by Communists at all, but by an angry people 
who wanted the British, French. Americans, Japanese 
to cease participating in their affairs. 


Sun Yat-sen. an idealist, wanted to create a 
dem ocratic republic and really tried to establish 
such a governm ent in Canton in 1925, but .Sun died 
and who w as to take his place? You or me? There 
w as not much arguing. 
Chiang Kai-shek had the 
troops and Russian support. 
So Wang CW nf-wei 
and Hu Han-min. who were the m ore logical sue- 
cessor*, ran away from physical power and that 
w as the end of the dem ocratic republic. 
Chiang 
took power and held it. 
It soon becam e a contest 
between Chiang and the warlords with Russia and 
Japan 
playing 
such 
roles 
as 
they 
could 
until 
World War II determ ined that the Russians would 
dom inate China and establish a Communist gov­ 
ernm ent, headed by a soldier who has disappeared 
from the scene and a professor. Mao Tze-tung. who 
m anaged to becom e a m aster of m en. 
Why Mao? Why not? Does it really matter who 
takes over a government. In the disorders of revolu­ 
tion. whoever can manage to establish himself is the 
m aster. Thus in Cuba. there is Castro, a figure who 
lied himself into power, who knew how to manipulate 
Americans and get aid from Soviet Russia. Or in India, 
there is Nehru, nominally the successor to Chandi, a 
figurine of a noble idealist, whose eyes turn inward 
as he speaks to himself in profound thought ami plays 
the same game as Nasser and Tito. 
Grab while there remains a chance, for who can 
resist the one who is powerful and wily enough to 
grab. That is the rule of revolution and whoever fol­ 
lows this rule astutely survives—or perhaps survives a 
little longer than his predecessor.

Will OAS Nations Abandon Monroe Doctrine? 


WASHINGTON - The United 
States government has just made 
public a document telling. In ef­ 
fect. how Communist Russia has 
taken over Cuba 
The facts disclosed show clear­ 
ly that 
the Soviet government 
has completely disregarded the 
Monroe Doctrine, which for near­ 
ly 140 years has warned that no 
European power will be permit­ 
ted to establish a new foothold in 
this hemisphere. 
The Monroe Doctrine is no lon­ 
ger just a policy of this country 
but has been embodied in resolu­ 
tions passed by the Organization 
of American States, which is to 
meet on January 22 to consider 
the whole Cuban problem. 
The State Department s 23-page 
report, issued just a year after 
the United States severed diplo­ 
matic relations with the Havana 
government, reveals that upwards 
of HOO million of military aid 
has come from the Soviet-bloc 
countries to the Castro regime. 
Castro today, therefore, has the 
second largest ground army in 
this 
hemisphere—exceeded 
only 
by that of the United States. The 
military 
force is estimated at 
from 260 000 to 400.000. including 
militia. This is ten times what 
a r\ r-evious government in Cuba 
ever had. 
Approximately 300 Russian and 
Czechoslovakian military techni­ 
cians are in Cuba today training 
local forces.

Marcel Stary's paintings, on ex­ 
hibition at The Chantecler Hotel 
here, are the lonliest and bleakest 
landscapes in my experience. A 
stretch of icy Baffin Bay water, 
black rock rising out of it. A 
howling wolf against a black sky. 
An Eskimo outlined 
against a 
golden midnight sun. The paint­ 
ings shriek of emptiness, cold­ 
ness. and silence. Stary claims 
this is the first exhibition of Artic 
paintings 
ever 
held 
anywhere. 
The 
paintings 
will 
later 
tour 
Europe 
Stary. who fled Czechoslovakia 
two weeks after the Communists 
took it over in 1948, wandered 
through the Artic Circle from the 
coast of Labrador to Baffinland 
and down to Hudson Bay. painting 
the Eskimos in their huts and rn 
their igloos and rn their kayaks, 
against the cold waters and deso­ 
late land they live in 
He loves 
the country. 
“ It s a spectacular country." he 
says. 
“Everyone thinks of the 
Arctic 
as a lot of snow. But in 
summer it s like a great rock 
garden 
Beautiful sumac 
Whole 
fields of silver moss. Or golden 
moss. Or fire beets—they flower 
and die in two days. Mountains in 
Labrador go up to 6,000 feet 
White 
icebergs 
against 
black 
rocks A beautiful sight. The coun­ 
try I painted over has never been 
painted before.” 
Stary was in the Arctic last 
Christmas 
and 
he 
admits 
the 
weather was awfully rough on a 
painter. “ It was 16 below zero and 
the wind blew sixty miles an hour 
You can't paint in that climate. 
so I sketch the scenes and paint 
them later. I use a Globemaster 
pen It doesn't freeze ” 
He got badly bitten with Arctic 
fever as a boy reading the works 
of Ernest Thompson Seton and 
Jack London, and when he fled 
from Prague through the moun­ 
tains to the American zone of 
West Germany, then to Canada. 
he knew exactly what he wanted 
to paint—the land of trappers and 
Eskimos. 
He's nuts about Eskimos: “ If 
you want to find the best people 
without any complexes, without 
any—how you say it—problems, 
it s the Eskimos 
They have ail 
the faculties of perfect man. They 
don't steal. They don’t beat their 
c h i l d r e n . 
They're hospitable. 
They’re happy. 
Of course the 
white man can corrupt them, but 
fortunately there are very few 
white men up there. 
“ I don’t know a single man who 
ever went to the Arctic who didn t 
want to return. 
It’s the fascina­ 
tion of the land. 
It s a challenge 
I go usually for two months at a 
time. 
Last time I went on the 
ship that 
supplies the various 
Eskimo settlements. 
We started 
at Montreal »which is an inland 
seaport*. 
We went around the 
coast of Labrador, through the 
Hudson traits and Hudson Bay to 
Jam es Bay. 
I flew back from 
Jam es Bay. 
“ Eskimos all look alike, but 
they don't live alike 
There are 
some 
called 
Caribou 
Eskimos. 
They follow the caribou herds. 


Most Eskimos live on the coast— 
Hudson Straits and Hudson Bay 
to Jam es Bay. I flew back from 
Hudson Bay. Hudson Straits. Baf- 
finland—and a1) their Jiving comes 
from the sea. Their main food is 
the 
seal 
which 
provides 
food, 
light, and heat 
They also hunt 
the white whale for meat and fat.” 
In winter. Stary shares the igloo 
with his Eskimo pals. 
"They're 
very comfortable and very warm, 
the igloos. 
One lamp heats it 
very well. 
If the tem perature 
gets up to 80-and it does—the 
igloo starts to melt and the Eski­ 
mos poke a hole through the roof 
with a stick which brings the 
tem perature down. 
Eskimo chil­ 
dren run around naked inside the 
igloos " 
Stary was 
a 
prominent 
Boy 
Scout leader 
in Czechoslovakia 
and he promptly started a half- 
dozen Boy Scout troops among the 
Eskimo children. What in hell, I 
asked, can a Boy Scout leader 
teach an Eskimo child who has 
been living in the wilds since 
birth? 
"We teach the very opposite of 
what we teach boys in this cli­ 
mate. 
In Prague we teach the 
boys how to live in the woods. 
In the Arctic we teach a boy how 
to live in a house 
In Prague we 
teach a boy how to bandage a 
wound in the wilderness. 
The 
Eskimos we train to go to the hos­ 
pital and not be afraid of th# 
nurses 
We teach them trans­ 
portation, we tell them how steel 
is made; we teach them civiliza­ 
tion ” 
He smiled- 
“Do you like to 
fish’ 
You come with me to the 
Arctic. I’ll show you the greatest 
fishing in the whole world 
It 
will ruin you for fishing anywhere 
else. 
Two casts and you have a 
fish 
I guarantee it. 
I would 
like someday to land a white 
whale on a tackle. Two thousand 
pounds. It’s never been done, but 
I’d like to try it.”

In a period of constant revolu tion, the orderly 
processes of change of government disappear. Kings 
are su cceeded b y sons or dau ghters in prescrib ed 
order. Presidents are elected b y the people in accord­ 
ance with Constitu tional procedu re. 
Bu t revolu tions 
throw u p governments. 'W’hoever can seize power hdds 
it u ntH someone comes along and estab lishes himself 
in power. 
The ru le of thu mb Is: 
Why you — not me? Thu s 
Hitler deprived Hindenb erg of lawfu l au thority. Tru e, 
Hitler was elected b u t there was no realistic opposition 
ju st as Soviet Ru ssia and all revolu tionary cou ntries 
reject the test of opposition 
The people really have 
no voice: they are either dominated b y an organized 
mob or b y troc^JS- In s revolu tion, the voice of the 
people is lou d and harsh at the start, b u t it soon melts 
away into a frightened whisper 
la 1J17 , the call o f the rev o lutio n was lo ud In 
Russia. It was the peo ple’s v o ice and the peo ple 
mo v ed abo ut sho uting and instructing . In 1918, ho w­ 
ev er, It was no lo ng er the peo ple's v o ice; it had 
beco me the party ’s autho rity . The dictato rship o f 
the pro letariat had seized po wer. By 1919, the dic­ 
tato rship remained but the pro letariat had been 
reduced to a frig htened mass. It so remained fo r 
40 y ears. What it is no w. beg g ars descriptio n. 
In China, there has b een no orderly government 
since 1850 when the Taiping Reb ellion u pset the 
au thority of the Manchu Dynasty. However, the Man- 
du is continu ed somehow to reign, althou gh they no 
longer ru led. The Westerners had moved in b y way 
of the sea, the Ru ssians overland from Sib eria, Japan 
b y way oi Korea and Manchu ria; the Boxer Reb ellion 
fu rther weakened au thority; then came the 1912 Revo­ 
lu tion and the 1915 Revolu tion and the attempted estab - 
H^iment of the Repu b lic 
Bu t the Repu b lic was never a repu b lic. It was 
never a government. 
Rather it was a congeries of 
independent provinces, managed b y warlords who often 
grou ped together. 
Soon, powerfu l warlords were killing weaker war­ 
lords and some of them made deals with foreign cou n­ 
tries. 
For iiKtance, a character called Little Hsu 
organized the Anfu Leagu e of warlords and made 
separate deals with the Japanese which started China 
Pigling into new trou b les. By 1920, China no longer was 
a nation b u t was an area dominated b y fighting war­ 
lords. Wliy you —not me? Whoever was ab le to seize 
territory or finance an army exercised power. 
The masses rose in revolt in 1925 throu gh one of 
the accidents in histor>- when an Indian policeman ^ - 
ployed b y the Shanghai Mu nicipal Cou ncil shot a 
Chinese worker. Thu s came the Commu nist revolu tion, 
not made b y OHnmu nists at all. b u t b y an angry people 
who wanted the British, French, Americans, Japanese 
to cease participating in their affairs. 
So n Yat-sen, an idealist, wanted to create a 
demo cratic republic and really tried to establish 
•uch a g o v ernment In Canto n in 192 5, but Sun died 
and wlro was to take his place? Yo u o r me? There 
was n(rf much arg uing . Chiang Kai-shek had the 
tro o ps and Russian suppo rt. So Wang Chlng -wel 
and Hu Han-min. who were the mo re lo g ical sue- 
cesso rs. ran away fro m phy sical po wer and that 
was the end o f the demo cratic republic. Chiang 
to o k po wer and held It. It so o n became a co ntest 
between Chiang and the warlo rds with Russia and 
Japan play ing such ro les as they co uld until 
Wo rld War II determined that the Russians wo uld 
do minate China and establish a Co mmunist g o v - 
N 
ernment, headed by a so ldier who has disappeared 
fro m the scene and a pro fesso r, Mao T*e-tung , whb 
manag ed to beco me a master 
men. 
Why Mao? Why not? Does it really matter who 
takes over a government. In the disorders (rf revolu ­ 
tion. whoever can manage to estab lish himself is the 
master. Thu s in Cu b a, there is Castro, a figu re who 
lied himself into power, who knew how' to manipu late 
Americans and get aid fr(» n Soviet Ru ssia. Or in India, 
there is Nehru . rKMninally the su ccessor to Ghandi. a 
figu rine of a nob le idealist, whcwe eyes tu rn inward 
as he speaks to himself in profou ml thou ght af^ plays 
the same ganw as Nasser and Tito. 
Grab w'hile there remains a chance, for who can 
resist the one who is powerfu l and wity enou gh to 
grab . That Is the ru le erf revolu tion and whoever fol­ 
lows this ru le astu tely wirviv^ —ot perhaps su rvives a 
Utti« longer than his predecessor.

The facts disclosed show clear­ 
ly that the Soviet government 
has completely disregarded the 
Monroe Doctrine, which for near­ 
ly 140 years has warned that no 
Eu ropean power will b e permit­ 
ted to estab lish a new foothold in 
this hemisphere. 
The Monroe Doctrine is no lon­ 
ger ju st a policy of this cou ntry 
b u t has b een emb odied in resolu ­ 
tions passed b y the Organization 
of American States, which iS to 
meet on Janu ary 22 to consider 
the whole Cu b an prob lem. 
The State Department’s 23-page 
report, issu ed ju st a year after 
the Umted States severed diplo­ 
matic relaliwis with the Havana 
government, reveals that u pwards 
of $100 million of military aid 
has come from the Soviet-b loc 
cou ntries to the Castro regime. 
Castro today, therefore, has the 
second largest grou nd army in 
this hemisphere—exceeded only 
b y that of the United ^ates.

WASHINGTON BITTER - In­

restored. 
What remains is to 
assess how the action will b e 
met b y the United States gov­ 
ernment and b y Congress.

India has not changed following 
the incident.

Stary claims 
this is the first exhib ition of Artie

Eu rope. 
Stary. who fled Czechoslovakia 
two weeks after the Commu nists 
took it over in 1948, wandered 
throu gh the Artie Circle from the 
coast of Lab rador to Baffinland 
and down to Hu dson Bay, painting 
the Eskimos in their hu ts and in 
their igloos and in their kayaks, 
against the cold waters and deso­ 
late land they live in. He loves 
the cou ntry. 
“It’s a spectacu lar cou ntry,” he 
says. “Everyone thinks of the 
Arctic 
as a lot of snow. Bu t in 
su mmer it’s like a great rock 
garden. Beau tifu l su mac. Whole 
fields of silver moss. Or golden 
moss. Or fire b eets—they flower 
and die in two days. Mou ntains in 
Lab rador go u p to 6,000 feet 
White 
iceb ergs 
against 
b lack 
rocks. A b eau tifu l sight. The cou n­ 
try I painted over has never b een 
painted b efore.” 
Stary was in the Arctic last 
Christmas and 
he 
admits the 
weather was awfu lly rou gh on a 
painter. “It was 16 b elow zero and 
the wind b lew sixty miles an hou r. 
You can’t paint in that climate, 
so 1 sketch the scenes and paint 
them later. I u se a Glob emaster 
pen. It doesn’t freeze.” 
He got b adly b itten with Arctic 
fever as a b oy reading the works 
of Ernest Thompson Seton and 
Jack London, and when he fled 
from Pragu e throu gh the mou n­ 
tains to the American zone of 
West Germany, then to Canada, 
he knew exactly what he wanted 
to paint—the land of trappers and 
E.skimos. 
He’s nu ts ab ou t Eskimos: “If 
you want to find the b est people 
withou t any comple.xes, withou t 
any—how you say it—prob lems, 
it’s the Eskimos. 
They have all 
the facu lties of perfect man. They 
don’t steal. They don’t b eat their 
c hi l d r e n . 
They’re hospitab le. 
They’re happy. 
Of cou rse the 
white man can corru pt them, b u t 
fortu nately there are very few 
white men u p there. 
“I don’t know a single man who 
ever went to the Arctic who didn’t 
want to retu rn. 
It’s the fascina­ 
tion of the land. It’s a challenge. 
I go u su ally for two months at a 
time. 
Last time I went on the 
ship that su pplies the variou s 
Eskimo settlements. 
We started 
at Montreal (which is an inland 
seaport'. 
We went arou nd the 
coast of Lab rador, throu gh the 
Hu dson traits and Hu dson Bay to 
James Bay. 
I flew b ack from 
James Bay. 
“EskimOT all look alike, b u t 
they don’t live alike 
There are 
some called Carib ou Eskimos. 
They follow the carib ou herds. 


Most Eskimos live on the coast— 
Hu dson Straits and Hu dson Bay 
to James Bay. I flew b ack from 
Hu dson Bay, Hu dson Straits. Baf­ 
finland—and ad! their living comes 
fixHTi the sea. Their main food is 
the sead which fHwides food, 
light, and heat. They also hu nt 
the white whale for meat and fat.” 
In winter, Stary shares the igloo 
with his Elskimo pals. 
“They're 
very comfortab le and very warm, 
the igloos. 
One lamp heats it 
very well. 
If the temperatu re 
gets u p to 80—and it does—the 
igloo starts to melt and the Eski­ 
mos poke a hole throu gh the roof 
with a stick which b rings the 
temperatu re down. 
Eskimo chil­ 
dren ru n arou nd naked inside the 
igloos.” 
Stary was 
a prcxninent Boy 
Scou t leader in CzechOTlovakia 
and he promptly started 
a half- 
dozen Boy Scou t troops among the 
Eskimo children. What in hell, I 
asked, can a Boy Scou t leader 
teach an Eskimo child who has 
b een living in the wilds since 
b irth? 
“We teach the very oppcMsite of 
what we teach b oys in this cli­ 
mate. 
In Pragu e we teach the 
b oys how to live in the woods. 
In the Arctic we teach a b oy how 
to live in a hou se. In Pragu e we 
teach a b oy how to b andage a 
wou nd in the wilderness. 
The 
Eskmios we train to go to the hos­ 
pital and not b e afraid of the 
nu rses 
We teach them trans­ 
portation, we tell them how steel 
is made; we teach them civiliza­ 
tion” 
He smiled: 
“Do you like ta 
fish? 
You come with me to the 
Arctic. I’ll show you the greater 
fishing in the whole world. 
U 
will ru in you for fishing anywhere 
else. Two casts and you have a 
fish. 
I gu arantee it. 
I wou ld 
like someday to land a white 
whale on a tackle. Two thou sand 
pou nds. It’s never b een done, b u t 
I’d like to try it.”
